Panther Sentinel Face Lifted

Spring is here and with it 
comes new dresses for the ladies, 
new suits for the men, and for 
the Panther Sentinel, A NEW 
FACE. 

Yes, the Panther Sentinel ties 
had its face lifted for the first 
time since 1946, according to 
Mr. Henry Cassady, former jour- 
nalism instructor. 

The campus» newspaper has 
undergone three different changes 
since 1941. The first was when 
the newspaper was known as the 


Battery at which time the pages 
were 16 inches by 11 inches. 
From 1942 until 1946 the cam- 
pus paper was only I] inches by 
814 inches and there was no ad- 
vertising. Since 1946 the size of 
10% inches by 1334 inches has 
been the same, Mr. Cassady 
stated. , 
Paper Size Changed 

This is the first time that the 
Panther Sentinel has had any 
changes in its format, except for 
the size. 

The length of the columns has 


increased one and _ one- 
rts inches. The columns are 
now narrower but are the same 
width as those in the Salinas 
Californian, according to Mr. 
George Abbott, journalism in- 
structor. 

The column rules, which are 
the dividing lines between the 
columns, have been eliminated 
as well as almost the entire usage 
of horizontal rules. The verti- 
cal and horizontal rules will be 
used only where needed for clar- 
ity, Mr. Abbott said.
